“What Can I Do?” 


A few persons who hold small 
hits of stock in different corpora- 
ions have brought about an impor- 
tant reform in corporation manage- 
ment. As every businessman knows, 
glif-perpetuating, managerial ty- 
rants have often used their power in 
the past to exploit the small stock- 
holder as well as the consumer for 
the benefit of the few larger owners 
and corporation executives. Such 
business tycoons pay themselves 
apital-dissipating stock bonuses 
and salaries, which are exorbitantly 
disproportionate to the pay receiv- 
ed by their executive assistants, and 
we their personal power to build 
monopolistic controls with other 
corporation heads in a way detri- 
mental to good business practice. 

Now, however, even where such 
business leaders manage to evade 
the law, they are becoming increas- 
ingly unable to evade the small 
stockholder who some years ago 
won his right to be heard in the 
stockholders’ meetings. This refor- 
mation was spurred by Lewis D. 
Gilbert who for years has been 
—to quote press reports — “an ir- 
fitating, disturbing element” at 
stockholders’ meetings. Mr. Gilbert 
has used his right as a stockholder 
(although his holdings have been 
very small) to press for notable re- 
forms such as: (1) requiring the 
publication of detailed reports of 
annual meetings of corporations 
which formerly kept their proceed- 
ings secret; (2) forcing corporations 
to hold publicly announced stock- 
holders’ meetings so that minority 
stockholders could be present and 
be heard; (3) insisting that the larg- 
est corporations acknowledge the 
tight of the minority stockholder to 
place a proposal on the agenda of 
the corporation’s stockholders’ 
meeting. Other reforms are still on 
the way. Mr. Gilbert has summariz- 
ed his experience and achievements 
ina new book, Dividends and De- 
mocracy.

S YOU VOTE, remember that the strength of our democracy resides 

in the ability of the citizen to understand the issues upon which the 
candidates base their appeals for support and in the willingness of the citi- 
zens to choose unselfishly in the light of high moral principles. 

LEADING POLITICAL SCIENTISTS would tell you right now 
that our democratic freedom is being steadily undermined by the failure 
of citizens to be adequately informed on the crucial issues resident in our 
complex industrial society. As a result, the emotions of the masses — their 
prejudices and fears —rather than sound judgment and moral principle 
are increasingly becoming the source of political motivations. In the cur- 
rent campaign, both parties have had huge propaganda machines ready 
to exploit these mass emotions as in the campaign of 1952, but fortun- 
ately both candidates have enforced restraint. Even so, it is obvious that 
the election will go to the side that stirs the greatest emotional response. 
Where will this trend — which has been pronounced for over a genera- 
tion — lead us? That is the real issue mounting ever higher in the Ameri- 
can political scene. 


TWENTY FOUR YEARS AGO, Franklin D. Roosevelt came to 
power in the depths of the depression — by an emotional appeal keyed to 
the weaknesses of the hour. FDR, campaigning right after the ticker-tape 
sprees of the late 1920's, did not challenge the nation to right itself in a 
spirit of self-denial and personal respensibility on the part of both rich 
and poor. FDR boldly played upon the longing men had to be shed of re- 


sponsibility, to find easy security. To keep the issue simple and emotional,

A new path has opened to mental 
and neurological health. Many thou- 
sands, who suffer various forms of 
neurosis and anxiety complexes, 
either do not feel that their need is 
great enough to warrant psychiatric 
treatment or are loathe to admit 
their condition to the extent of seek- 
ing medical aid. Thousands of oth- 
ers have sought treatment and re- 
ceived little benefit. 


Recovery Incorporated, a non- 
profit mental health association, has 
been organized by a prominent Chi- 
cago psychiatrist, Dr. Abraham A. 
Low, M. D., formerly assistant di- 
rector of the Psychiatric Institute of 
Illinois’ Medical School, to aid per- 
sons suffering from emotional dis- 
tresses to help themselves. Recov- 
ery members meet in weekly groups 
of 12 or 15 in private homes or in 
church parlors — although Recov- 
ery is not a religious organization. 
Like Alcoholics Anonymous, Re- 
covery members help themselves by 
helping one another. In these meet- 
ings, they study mental and neuro- 
logical problems, and discuss chap- 
ters from a book written by the 
founder of the movement. They 
compare notes on their own difficul- 
ties, report experiences in conquer- 
ing specific symptoms or fears and 
study scientific patterns of mental 
and emotional behavior. In sharing 
their experiences and using this 
means of strengthening individual 
weaknesses, they go away encour- 
aged and with faith to face another 
week of difficult living. 


Dr. Low for many years deplored 
the comparatively limited number 
of patients whom he could assist in 
his private practice at the Psychi- 
atric Institute, as well as the lack 
of after-care which frequently re- 
sulted in recurrence of the patients’ 
disorders. Most institutions for cor- 
rection of nervous and mental dis- 
orders face the impossible task of 


follow-up treatment. The patients

PRACTICING CHRISTIANITY: 
One of America’s largest Prot- 
estant denominations has made a 
survey of racial integration among 
member churches. The Disciples of 
Christ. otherwise known as _ the 
Christian Church, found in an ex- 
amination of over 2,000 of their 
7,000 churches that 316 congrega- 
tions include members of two or 
more races; that 348 congregations 
include members of only one race 
but also have persons of two or 
more races participating in some 
phase of the program; that 997 con- 
gregations would welcome persons 
of other races as members; that 191 
congregations would not welcome 
persons of other races as members. 
This means that nearly 50 per cent 
of the churches willingly accept in- 
ter-racial membership while 10 per 
cent refuse to take this stand. Grad- 
uate schools supported by the de- 
nomination reported that they had 
regularly enrolled students of vari- 
ous races and that each school in- 
cluded one or more Negro students. 
Only one predominately white con- 
gregation in the South reported that 
at least one Negro was enrolled as 
a church member. Many of the 
churches surveyed were located in 
Florida, Kentucky, Maryland, Lou- 
isiana, Oklahoma, Texas, West Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia.

all blame for the depression was piled on business leadership. Business 
leadership indeed had failed to measure up and many reforms were nec- 
essary. But personal irresponsibility was cultivated and dependency upon 
the state was engendered on a grand scale, contrary to all our traditions. 


U. S. POLICIES LEADING UP TO WORLD WAR II were also 
the product of U. S. leadership which followed public emotions that had 
been deliberately stirred up, rather than creating policy according to 
moral principle and sound judgment, and cultivating the intelligent support 
of the people. Hitler could have been stopped without firing a shot during 
the years he was consolidating his position. But instead of cooperating 
with those forces in and out of Germany that sought our aid in rescuing 
the German people from the approaching catastrophe, American political 
leadership at that time ignored the problem of Nazism while our oil, chem- 
ical and other industries, along with our financial houses, did a lucrative 
business with the Nazis. 

THE U. S. LEADERSHIP not only gave no aid to the anti-Nazi 
German underground before the war, but even during the war our politico- 
military leadership ignored the anti-Nazi underground in Germany which 
was in a position — with a little help — to tear Hitler down from inside 
Germany and end the war quickly. But by that time all of America’s 
whipped-up emotions were absorbed in the outpouring of billions of dol- 
lars and millions of men on the battlefield. The pleading of our own lead- 
ership in charge of our Office of Strategic Services, who believed Hitler 
could be destroyed from inside Germany as early as 1943, was ignored. 
To divert a small part of our resources to aid a non-military strategy of 
tearing Hitler down from within just didn’t fit into the grand parade of 
politics, business and militarism. (See OSS Chief Allen W. Dulles’ book, 
Germany’s Underground, published by Macmillan’s.) 

REMEMBER 1944: The presidential campaign of that year was 
carried over the top on waves of passionate demands for “unconditional 
surrender.” Roosevelt’s political opponents didn’t have a chance against 
the emotions of the hour. Thomas Dewey’s earlier campaign efforts, based 
on a plea for moderation in our attitudes toward the German and Japan- 
ese people, had been abandoned and he was forced to campaign on a for- 
eign policy of “me-too-ism.” Yet it was then known to military intelli- 
gence that the German people fully realized their defeat was certain, were 
eager to get out of the war. It was at this time that our unconditional sur- 
render policy was implemented by a massive destruction of the German 
cities by air. Anyone who dared protest against the unconditional sur- 
render policy, which meant the slaughter of tens of thousands of German 
citizens, was denounced as unpatriotic and subversive. 

AS THE FLAMES OF DESTRUCTION SWEPT ON, the last 
barriers which could protect the West from the Red tide of Marxism were 
demolished by our own bombs. Historians generally agree that the Russian 
armies would still be behind the Vistula River today, had the German na- 
tion been permitted to rid herself of Hitler and sue for peace while there 
was yet strength in Germany to maintain an ordered society. The German 
armies in early 1944, if de-Nazified, would have still been strong enough 
to protect their frontiers. What a price we are paying today for a leader- 
ship that lead by following the passions of men. 

THE RESTRAINT OF OUR LEADING CANDIDATES has kept 
the present campaign from being an orgy of impassioned, distorted accusa- 
tions and equally impassioned denials and distorted counter accusations 
over (1) the Korean war, (2) the Korean truce, (3) the loss of American 
prestige in Asia and throughout the world, and other issues. 

The Democratic extremists would accuse Eisenhower of “selling 
out to Red China” in the Korean truce — an issue which second string 
Democratic candidates still use. Yet such accusations ignore the convic- 
tions of military tacticians that further loss of life in Korea was senseless, 
that a truce could only come through the compromises Eisenhower was 
willing to make. On the other hand, the GOP extremists still would whip 
up public emotions by calling the Korean war the “Truman Democrat 
war.” Yet the record shows that the Republicans and Democrats all joined 
in loud acclaim when Truman ordered the counter-attack on the North 
Korean Communists. GOP extremists would also—if Eisenhower had per- 
mitted — make an issue of the Democratic Administration’s “failure to 
press on to victory in Korea.” Many Republicans have campaigned on 
this issue. The fact is that Truman was advised, by the greatest military 
tacticians in the West, that we must not become enmeshed in war with 
the masses of Chinese manpower. Thus, after the Yalu River disaster when 
China entered the war, he ordered Gen. McArthur to retreat to a holding 
line along the 38th parallel. Every mile we gained in the Yalu River area 
and above would not only have cost us thousands of lives but would have 


left us dangerously exposed to Russian manpower marshalled on the right

THE POPE ON TEMPER- 
ENCE: The Roman _ Catholic 
Church usually remains silent on 
the issue of alcoholism. Not infre- 
quently priests and Catholic bish- 
ops have charged Protestant leaders 
with bigotry when they have en- 
deavored to curb alcoholism and 
gambling in their communities. A 
new departure is evidenced by the 
Pope’s recent warning that alcohol- 
ism has become a “harrowing men- 
ace.” Moreover, it is important to 
note that the Pope was addressing 
a delegation of Irish policemen who 
were visiting Rome as members of 
the Pioneer Total Abstinence As- 
sociation of the Sacred Heart. Pope 
Pius XII said that in more than one 
country intemperence was leading 
to alcoholism and becoming a spir- 
itual and physical tragedy for thou- 
sands. His words and the news of 
the Total Abstinence Association 
will likely have far-reaching in- 
fluence. 


THE CIGARETTE AGAIN: To- 
bacco has been hit by U. S. Army 
doctors as a hazard to flying be- 
cause nicotine constricts blood ves- 
sels and decreases the flow of blood 
to the eyes, thus impairing vision 
and depth perception and reducing 
altitude tolerance. Pilots are told to 
avoid smoking for at least 45 min- 
utes before making night landings, 
and are otherwise warned against 
excessive use of tobacco. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS IN RUS- 
SIA: For the first time in forty 
years, religious instruction is be- 
ing permitted in Russian churches. 
The teaching of religion was for- 
bidden in the hope that the church 
would wither away. But the great 
increase in church attendance in 
Russia — even among the youth 
who are increasingly seen in the 
sanctuaries on high church _ holi- 
days— has caused the Moscow 
Government to admit at least par- 
tial defeat of the godless program. 
For the first time since 1926 Bibles 
are rolling off Soviet presses. The 
churches of Russia were permitted 
to print 50,000 Bibles last spring. 
The only Bibles that have been 
permitted to be shipped into Russia 
were sent in 1947 — 116,000 cop- 
ies from the American Bible So- 
ciety. The next year the Society 
printed nearly 500,000 additional 
copies but these were barred from 
the U.S.S.R. Some were distributed 
to Russians living outside of the 
Soviet, but the Bible Society still 
holds many of them in its ware- 
houses with the hope now renewed 
that the Bibles may yet be sent to 
the Christians within the Soviet.

flank between Vladivostok and the Sunkiang and Hokiang provinces to 
which they had free access, as allies with Red China forces. 

FULL DEBATE IS BEING STIFLED at another vital point in 
the present campaign — on the question of atom bomb tests. Adlai Stev- 
enson’s courageous criticism of Eisenhower’s failure to halt major atom 
bomb tests has more behind it than is realized. Evidence still mounts that 
the earth’s atmosphere is being dangerously contaminated. Dr. W. F. 
Libby, noted physicist and a leading member of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, told a national gathering of scientists on Oct. 12 that soil tests 
in the U. S. Midwest show two and three times the amount of strontium 
content since similar tests were made in 1955; he attributed the increase 
to the recent big H-bomb experiments by the U. S., Russia and Britain. 
(Strontium causes bone cancer.) Also, Dr. L. H. Synder, president of the 
American Assn. for the Advancement of Science and distinguished savant 
of the University of Oklahoma Graduate School, has lifted fresh warnings 
of long-range genetic damage that is building up from radiation fall-out, 
and of the increasing danger of an atomic war if the atom arms race and 
bomb tests are not checked. The atomic scientist believes that, in this 
crisis, the U. S. should seize the moral leadership of the world. Yet Eisen- 
hower, to maintain GOP party unity, has had to evade the question, be- 
cause any move to stop the tests would stir such a howl among the GOP 
extremists (Senators Knowland, Jenner, Welker, McCarthy, etc.) as 
would split the party wide open. 

Whether he wins the election or not Stevenson will have served 
country above party in bringing this issue out into the open. For many 
politicians and some statesmen have cavalierly waved aside the considered 
judgments and warnings of the scientists who have made possible all ap- 
plication of atomic energy. When the present Administation leaders dis- 
miss the issue as one which Stevenson knows too little about to discuss — 
they reveal their own inadequacy for the hour. For the scientists, who 
do understand this new limitless power, beseech us both to discuss and to 
listen. There is also the even more basic question of whether, in a de- 
mocracy, we can dare to allow such decisions to remain the monopoly 
of the inner sanctum of one party. If it is true that, in our two-party sys- 
tem, the opposition candidate has not been permitted access to vital facts, 
the public has a right to demand why. The facts cannot be scientific 
secrets, because the scientists have reiterated that the scientific aspects of 
atomic power cannot be kept secret. What then is the Administration muf- 
fing? What else is being held back? 

THESE ARE VALID QUESTIONS in a democracy. Yet the most 
explosive issues are being evaded altogether by rank-and-file politicians or 
distorted to arouse public emotions for political advantage. Up to the 
time of this writing the presidential candidates themselves have avoided 


extremes. But this dangerous political trend remains firmly embedded in

It is difficult for Congress to 
evade responsibility for failure to 
face squarely the desperate con- 
ditions prevailing in public educa- 
tion today. Although the various 
Federal aid plans, which have been 
presented and supported by leading 
educators, admittedly only attack 
the fringe of the school problem at 
crisis points, some Federal responsi- 
bility would halt the more than 
two decades of disintegration of our 
school system at a time when our 
population is booming. During such 
a respite, the entire educational sys- 
tem should be reconstructed — and 
the school tax structure reorganized 
on a broader base. 

Meanwhile the emergency contin- 
ues. School has started again with 
an all-time peak enrollment of 41.5 
million students — and a continuing 
shortage of buildings, classrooms 
and teachers. In particular, the 37.7 
million children in the elementary 
schools face sorry conditions; 
185,000 school buildings are obso- 
lete, many of them fire-traps which 
are more than 100 years old; 
300,000 additional classrooms are 
now needed to care adequately for 
the children now in school. As a re- 
sult, over a million and a half chil- 
dren are severely handicapped edu- 
cationally by being crammed into 
rooms that are far too overcrowded 
for teachers to handle effectively. 

Congressmen blame the race 
issue for their failure to act, in- 
dicting Rep. Powell of New York 
for forcing upon the Federal aid 
bill an amendment which stipulates 
that Federal funds must not go to 
areas which still practice segrega- 
tion. There are many ways, how- 
ever, that this barrier could have 
been overcome. The bill could have 
read that communities receiving aid 
must be sincerely endeavoring to 
meet the Supreme Court require- 
ment. A Federal commission might 
have been set up to judge whether 
such steps were being taken “with 
deliberate speed,” as required by 
the Court, though desegregation has 
not yet begun. Even in the Deep 
South, sentiment will be changing, 
with an ever increasing portion of 
the populace favoring steps that 
would eventually lead towards de- 
segregation. A supervisory com- 
mission could thus allot funds to 
needy white and Negro schools 
while they progressed toward solv- 
ing the segregation problem. This 
in itself would help to ease tensions 
and promote community goodwill 
and cooperation. The plight of our 
educational system will deepen from 
year to year, as population grows. 

Congressional indifference to this 
problem is especially hard to under- 
stand in view of all reports from 
Russia which indicate that the So- 


viet is giving preference to educa- 
(continued first col., NEXT page)

tion above all other government 
programs — even above military re- 
quirements. The Soviet is putting 
great stress not only upon the de- 
velopment of scientists and engi- 
neers but also upon foreign lan- 
guages, and they realize, as do all 
educators, that good elementary 
education is a necessary foundation 
for all intellectual progress. 

The problem in the U. S. is a 
basic one and requires a basic ap- 
proach. Proposed emergency legis- 
lation would affect only crisis points. 
But many well-to-do areas are also 
in serious school difficulties because 
real estate taxes, which usually bear 
almost the full burden for schools, 
are often as high as the traffic will 
bear and fall unevenly on the 
community. Many thoughtful citi- 
zens are asking why a share of the 
income tax dollar cannot be appor- 
tioned to school needs at the local 
level — before it has been discount- 
ed by the cost of handling on the 
trip to Washington and back again. 
This would involve many shifts of 
emphasis in the national budget, 
particulary in wasteful military 
spending, and in some cases state 
laws relative to school support 
would have to be revised. But our 
school problem is only going to be 
solved by major shifts in our values. 


Krupp’s Return 


Remember the demands in U. S. 
official propaganda a few years back 
that the Krupp works of Germany 
should never again be permitted to 
produce the munitions of war? The 
feeling against Alfred Krupp in 
U. S. military and political circles 
resulted in his being condemned 
and imprisoned as a war criminal. 
Then a few years later, as the U. S. 
military advanced its plan to rearm 
the Germans, Alfred Krupp was 
quietly released from prison, re- 
stored to respectability and often 
seen with U. S. high brass on social 
occasions. Now the news leaks out 
that Alfred Krupp is to re-enter the 
field of armaments — with U. S. 
help — but concentrating this time 
on the production of military air- 
craft. 

This past summer Krupp built a 
2,400 yard concrete airstrip for test- 
ing American aircraft at Bremen. 
He is getting the plane-assembly 
job under the American off-shore 
procurement program of military 
equipment assistance to NATO na- 
tions. Krupp is specializing now in 
the development of the use of titan- 
ium, a light-weight wonder metal, 
used in aircraft construction. Krupp 
did not want to produce artillery 
and tanks, which in the past brought 
dishonor to the family name, but 
he feels that aircraft production is 
a proper way to restore the fortunes 
and honor of the family.

both parties. Only the voters can change it by a revival of respect for truth 
above prejudice, for moral principle above political gain. 


S THE PRUSSIAN GENERAL STAFF SYSTEM (the single com- 

mand of all military and civilian life) coming to the U. S.? Quite pos- 
sibly, for influential forces are now pressing it behind closed doors in 
Washington. This system is admittedly the ideal of U. S. military chiefs. 
It has been so effective that German armies with limited resources have 
twice been able to reduce all of Europe to helplessness. However, since 
the system flaunts all civilian control, it is raising much resistance among 
civilian officials. 

THE CRISIS BOILED UP when Admiral Arthur W. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff issued a secret directive which short- 
circuits the civilian committees on Strategical Plans, Logistics and Intelli- 
gence. Under the directive, civilian officers can only submit to the chief of 
staff “advice and opinions” with no power to enforce their views. (See Wash- 
ington Post, Oct. 3). When asked by newsmen for the reasons behind the 
Radford directive, a spokesman for the admiral stated that the directive 
was “classified” (that is, a secret document and “not to be discussed by 
the public.”) The directive, however, has nothing to do with military secrets 
or security problems. 

It was Admiral Radford who, along with Vice President Nixon, 
demanded that we go to war in Indochina a few months ago. Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway, then Chief of Staff of the Army, succeeded in reaching 
President Eisenhower with views and facts opposing Radford’s belligerent 
position. If the Radford directive stands, such situations could plunge us 
into war without consideration for civilian judgment. Power would be cen- 
tralized in one man’s hands, thereby not only perverting the American 
system of civilian responsibility and control, but exposing the country to 
grave and irretrievable errors of judgment by military men whose train- 
ing and experience does not qualify them for decisions beyond the battle- 
field. Plunging a nation of 165 million people into war involves much, 
much more than tactical military considerations. 


NOTHER BROADER CONFLICT OF INTEREST involves the en- 
tire strategical concept of warfare. Since World War II, our strategy 
has concentrated on the build-up of powerful military bases along the long 
perimeter of Russia. The hour has now come when guided missiles with 
atomic warheads make these bases more than obsolete; they are but dan- 
gerous traps where our manpower and materiel can be wiped out instantly 
and without warning. The only opportunity for counter-attack would be 
from bases in the U. S. The public is hearing little about the problem of 
the billions invested in recent years in installations and equipment that is 
swiftly becoming useless and will soon have to be abandoned unless the 
obsolescence is camouflaged to protect the military from serious criticism. 
INSTANTANEOUS WAR: Many military leaders believe that our 
defense system should be shifted to all-out dependence on long-range 
atomic guided missiles on home bases (since the long-range projectiles are 
rapidly being perfected), plus medium range missiles launched from ships 
at sea. The U. S. Army, to protect itself from discard, is pushing hard 
for a great increase in Army air transport. Army chiefs claim small wars 
or “brush fire” Korean-type wars are much more likely than big wars. 
The Army would spend ten or fifteen billion dollars on a great transport 
air fleet, capable of moving large bodies of troops quickly to any corner 
of the earth. 

Navy chiefs and science-minded Air Force officers see this Army 
plan as only slightly less self-defeating than maintaining the obsolete bases 
along the perimeter of Russia. Say they, “Suppose you move 100,000 men 
to put out a brush-fire war some place, and your action precipitates a big 
war, and guided missiles with atomic warheads should strike the front 
where you have put your 100,000 men — then where are you?” 

THE NAVY AND AIR FORCE GUIDED MISSILE SPECIAL- 
ISTS believe that from now on everything will depend upon the nation’s 
capacity to launch instantaneous long-range warfare of vast destructive 
power. Having destroyed the enemy’s centers of strength, a fleet could 
rapidly converge by sea, while a limited number of troops parachute into 
the area, to carry out mop-up missions and to establish occupational con- 
trols. The Army still insists, however, on the theory that wars will con- 
tinue to be fought and won on the ground through troop movements and 
that it is still a question of “who gets there fustest with the mostest.” 

If some of the top military chiefs have their way, these issues, in- 
volving the life, security and resources of the entire nation, would be set- 
tled by debate held in secret among those whose entire training and ex- 
perience has centered in the skills of destruction and death. Will the new

Far Horizons 

We frequently report advances 
in scientific research that inevitably 
bring man nearer to the age of 
physical achievement which wil] 
free him from the surface of this 
planet. Some of our readers conse. 
quently may feel we sometimes 
lean to science fiction, but, on the 
contrary, we only quote authorita- 
tive sources in this field. 

For example, consider the state. 
ments recently made by Dr. Lloyd 
V. Benkner, a highly regarded sgj- 
entist and physicist who is also 
a Rear Admiral (Retired) of the 
U. S. Navy and an authority on 
the geophysics of outer space. Dr, 
Benkner is president of the Associ- 
ated Universities, Inc., which oper- 
ates Brookhaven (L. I.) National 
Laboratories under contract with 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
(Associated Universities is a non- 
profit corporation organized by 
nine universities — Columbia, Cor- 
nell, Yale, Harvard, Pennsylvania, 
Johns Hopkins, M. I. T., Princeton 
and Rochester.) 

Dr. Benkner_ estimates that 
within a normal generation of 33 
years, “man himself’ would be 
traveling in space — that is, by 
1989. The eminent scientist adds 
that this is a conservative estimate, 
for the British Interplanetary So- 
ciety predicts that man will fly to 
the moon within twenty years. The 
sixth International Astronautical 
Congress, meeting in Copenhagen 
recently, foresees space flights by 
1970 and trips to the moon by the 
end of this century. Dr. Benkner 
stated that “sensible preliminary 
engineering designs for man-bear- 
ing space vehicles” have already 
been prepared both in the U. § 
and Russia which provide for 
chemical propulsion. But “it is not 
unreasonable to predict with some 
confidence that an efficient nuclear 
engine to place a space ship on 
station will most certainly be de 
vised before too long.” 

Because such developments have 
an important bearing on man’s so 
cial attitudes and on all problems 
of war and peace, we watch with 
great interest all leading scientific 
journals and reports for such 
trends. Our belief is that man’s 
long subjection to violence, prejt- 
dice and hatred will be broken by 
his awakening to new opportunities 
and responsibilities, like the grow 
ing adolescent who suddenly drops 
his childish ways and begins sud- 
denly to think and act like a man. 

If this does not happen, the rea 
son will be that our civilization has 
destroyed itself and human prog 
ress will have been arrested. Meai- 
while, those who survive will tf 
store themselves and prepare 
press on, having learned at last 
the hard lesson of the futility of 
hatred and the insanity of violence.
